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NEATH RATE GROWS LARGE 
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New Orleans. October 25.—Numerically 
th's has been the worst day yet of the fever 
situation here. As early as 7 o’clock this 
evening the score at the board of health 
showed a totality of fifty-two cases, and 
there had then been deaths to the number 
of eleven. 

Heretofore the highest number of deaths 
in a single day has been nine. 

Unfortunately there continues to be con- 
cealment of cases here, fatalities occur 
because medical attention is not called in, 
and the masses for the time being in a 
revolutionary mood, because of the enforce- 
ment of the system of house quarantine, 
are resorting to every means in their power 
to put obstacles in the way of the consti- 
tuted authorities. It is generally agreed 
here that the house quarantine is not ac- 
complishing the results expected. 

When the fever first broke out efficient 
guards were placed about buildings in the 
hope that the foci might be restricted, but 
today there is no quarter of the city that 
has not reported cases and the germs are 
being spread, as has heretofore been shown 
in ‘these dispatches, by reason of the fact 
that inmates of infected hquses liave been 
successful, by means of rear exits, in elud- 
ing the vigilance of the guards stationed 
in front of premises by the authorities. 
President Oliphant ang. other oifcials of 
the board of health were very much disap- 
pointed this evening at the mortality show- 
ing of the day’s record, but they said that 
some, at least, of the fatal cases were 
to be traced to an indisposition on the 
part of many people to let it be known 


that serious cases of fever existed.

October 25.—A column of troops 
commanded by General Hunter, it [ts an- 
nounced in a dispatch from Berber, on the 
Nile, has started to drive Osman Digna, 
the great dervish general, from the Atbara 
river. But the dispatch adds that it is 
feared Osman Digna will not wait for the 
Anglo-Egyptian troops to attack him. 

Details just obtained of the revenge of 
the dervishes upon the Jaalin tribe, caused 
by the refusal of the latter to join the 
forces of the khalifa against the British, 
show it to have been terrible in the ex- 
treme. The left bank of the river between 
Berber and Metmmeh was practically de- 
populated. 

The dervishes butchered every male 
member of the offending tribe and took the 
pretty women to their homes, after sending 
150 selected virgins to the khalifa. The 
dervishes, in addition, threw many women 
and children into the river.

Coaches Drawn from the Hudson River 
Were Burned. 


THEY WERE ENTIRELY USELESS 


The Chinese Were Quickly Identified 
but Christian Women Remained 
Long Uncleimed.

Of the sixteen dead whovwisy.in the coro- 
ner’s office at OCeld Epring,- eght wrre 
heathen fore'gners, whose names or res!- 
dences meant scareely anything to the gen- 
eral public, and yet six of those eight were 
identified and ciaitmed long before any per- 
hed come forward to inquire or seek 
well dressed and evidently very 
respectable Christian wh.te women, the 
only women killed in the wreck. In 
morgue they Iny for the full two days un- 
claimed and unsought, evidently, wh le the 
other dead were claimed and taken care of. 

The sixteen bodies that were heki at 
Co'd Springs for identification and the 
claim of the relatives were divided between 
the undertaking establishments. Aijl 
day long these places were bes eged by 
crowds of curious, but only, those who 
might in any way establish the dentity of 
the victims were admitted to look upon 
them. 

The first body identified today was that 
of Samuel Williams, of Buffalo, who d'ted 
after being taken out of the wreck and 
while on his way to the Peekskill hospital. 

The body was removed from Peekskill to 
Cola Spring last night and this morning 
was identified by the man’s brother, Henry 
C. Williams, and Rev. Augustus Goetz, pas- 
tor of the Barthdlomew ovangelican 
church of Buffalo. It was a pathetic pic- 
ture that was presented by the brother and 
his pastor as they clasped hands over 
the body of the dead man and wept to- 
gether. 

This afternoon George C. Creene, of 
3uffalo, general counsel of the Lake Ehore 
road, arrived at Cold Spring and i‘entfed 
his nephew, Edwin A. Greene, 21 hi- 
cago, 

Stories current tonight that some farts 
of the wreck caught fire after the acci- 
dent were declared to be untrue, 4s are 
also the rumors that two bodies bad been 
found near Peekskill. None of the injured 
are known to be in a serious cundiiion 
tonight and all are doing well. 

At 6 o’clock tonight but for a few burn- 
ing embers and twisted rai's it weuld be 
difficult to detect any signs of the wreck. 
D‘vision Superintendent McCoy decided 
that none of the cars woud ever be fit for 
use again and that with the ex-ep‘iun of 
the cushions there was nothing worth sav- 
ing. The torch was applied 19 the day 
coach and the combination smoking aud 
baggage car. The work of va'sing the 
sleeping coach Hermes proceeded slewly, 
and it was not until 1 o'clock that it was 
floated up on a4 transport. Wh2_le 
being raised the irucks gave way 
and fell with a crash into 
tne river. The car was towec down Lie 
river and deposited on the bank, where it 
was destroyed by fire. The last coacu of 
the ill-fated train, the Niobe, was goiten 
out of the water at 5 o'clock and also 
burned. 

The express car is around the little knoil 
of the mountain, 300 yards below. No at- 
tempt will be made to raise it until tomor- 
row morning. 

All day a large force of men has been at 
work building the tracks. The north bound 
track was moved over five fcet east, a 
firm bed composed of sand, gravel and 
broken stones having been prepared for it. 
The track has also been planned for south 
bound trains. Superintendent McCoy thinks 
the two tracks will be.in operation by to- 
morrow night.

Dr. Alexander Is Confident the City Is! 
Immune from Disease. 


JACK FROST'S ViSIT TO CITY ALLAYS DANGER 


Dr. Alexander Gives Reasons To Show 
That There Has Never Been Any 
Danger of Fever Here. 


To satisfy inquiries which have 
been made of me from many quarters 
today, I wish to say, officially, that 
there is but one case of fever in At- 
lanta, that of the refugee, Commor, 
from Montgomery. He is improving. 
Absolutely no fear of a spread is felt 
here. Fifty years’ experince here as 
a practicing physician has taught, 
me there is no danger of its spreading. 

JAMES ¥. ALEXANDER, 
President of Board of Health. 


Jack Frost has appeared and covered the 
earth with his white germ killer. Yester- 
€2y morning there was a fine frost, say 
the weather man and citizens who arose 


early. 

The members of the board of health are of 
the opinion that there has never been any 
danger of yellow fever here, but, now that 
the frost has visited the city, they speak 
with absolute confidence. 

Dr. James F. Alexander, president of the 
board of health, and for nearly fifty years 
a practicing physician of Atlanta, declares 
that Dr. Guiteras, the government yellow 
fever expert, is mistaken in the assertion 
that Atlanta may be subject to the yellow 
fever scourge under certain conditions. . 

Dr. Alexander says that it has been 
demonstrated by experience that the fever 
cannot and will not spread in Atlanta, and 
he is firm in his belief that Atlanta is 
immune from the dread scourge. 

The president of the board Of health was 
seen by a representative of The Constitu- 
tion yesterday, and when asked his opinion 
on the statement of Dr. Guiteras quoted in 
The Constitution yesterday, Dr. Alexander 
said: 

Dr Alexander Answers Dr. Guiteras. 

“Dr. Guiteras is no doypbt an expert on 
matters relating to yellow fever. He is a 
Cuban, and has a good standing with the 
United States government. He is no doubt 
qualified to speak of the disease from @ 
scientific point of view. But I must take 
issue with him when he intimates that 
Atlanta is subject to the feyer should the 
epidemic have started earlier in the season. 
My opinion is based on experience and ac- 
tual observation, and I have no fear of 
successful contradiction when I say that 


the facts and history bear, me out when I sa 


say it has Tepéatedty 


that Atlanta is not subject to yellow fever, Nid 
and that it ds practically tpossible for she 


disease to develop here. 

“During my fifty years’ residence in At- 
lanta, or nearly that, I have closely studied 
the conditions of «timate and watched the 
history of the city as to its healthfuiness. 
During all that time I have never seen or 
heard of an Atlanta citizen taking the 
yellow fever. Time and again there have 
been epidemics in the south, and thousands 
of refugees have visited this city. Many 
of them were exposed to the disease in 
their home cities and many came here with 
the disease upon them, or so infected that 
it broke out soon afterwards. During their 
gickness and exposure in this city the 
refugee patients have never yet spread the 
disease, and not one Atlanta person has 
ever become subject to the fever. Although 
I have Known of many of our citizens 
coming into contact with the fever patients, 
the germs have never taken hold of them, 
and no Atlanta man, woman or child has 
ever suffered from the fever. 

“It is these facts that convince me that 
it is impossible for the disease to spread 
in Atlanta. I am not prepared to give a 
scientific explanation of the city’s exemp- 
tion from the epidemics. The fact remains 
that the fever has not spread here, and 
ret a single case has ever been heard of 
that was not. brought here from other 
places. It may be our elimatic vonditions, 
it may be the altitude of the elty, it may 
be the cleanliness of the eity and it may 
be other conditions, but I know the fact is 
that we have never had fever here, and I 
think that is a very good indication that 
wo will not have it. 

Case of the Fleming Girl. 

“Why, only a few weeks ago there was 
a case of yellow fever in Atianta—that case 
of the little Fleming girl, from Mobile—and 
it was again demonstrated that the disease 
will not spread here. The girl was locked 
up in a house with three Atlanta people, a 
man, a woman and a child, and not one of 
them took the fever. They were exposed to 
the disease all the time the Fleming girl 
was sick, and came in contact with it daily, 
but they did not suffer. Atlanta people 
were near the house, and there was every: 
opportunity for the disease to spread. The 
weather conditions were favorable, it was 
hot and dry. and still not one person other 
than the Fleming girl suffered. She was 
exposed to the fever in Moblile and came to 
Atlanta with the germs in her system. 

“tT could cite many other instances of a 
similar character in which atlanta people 
were exposed to the disease brought here 
by refugees, but, as T have stated, not one 
of them suffered. And in this connection it 
ean be stated that never in the history of 
Atlanta has there been an epidemic of any 
contagious disease. There has been no 
epidemic of scarlet fever, diphtheria or 


' other disease, and it js the fact that those 


diseases cannot spread fa Atlanta. There 


| have been individual cases, but no epidemic 


such as has worked injury to other south- 
ern cities. 
No Cause for Alarm. 

“YT do not think there is the least cause 
for alarm among our people, and no one 
should become uneasy by reason of the in-

Ex-Governor Jones and Governor 
Johnston’s Orders. 
Montgomery, Ala., October 25.--(Special.)— 
Thanks for publishing letter. No statute 
enacts or foreshadows the obnoxious reg- 
ulations. It is, not as you call it, the 
“Alabama law."’ It has been conceived and 
enforced for the first time by the present 
governor, under a statute which gives 
him power to enforce such regulations as 
are deemed expedient for the protection 
of the public health. Our own and all the 
courts hold that such a grant of the power 
cdoes not authorize unreasonable or arbi- 
trary regulations or such as are based on 
untounded apprehension or go beyond the 
clear necessity of the situation. As it in- 
volves the life and liberty and constitution- 
al rights of citizens, the exercise of the 
power will not be supported unless justi- 
fied by the plain and urgent necessities of 
the case. The present regulation is a re- 
versal of the former and unbroken policy 
of the state and people since the founda- 
tion of its government and is supported 
by a solitary precedent of any other 
state. :

Executors of the Millionaire Not Ready 
To Probate the Will. 


IT MAY TAKE SEVERAL DAYS

Estate Amounts in the Neighborhood 
of Fifty Million Dollars. 


THERE WILL BE MANY PUBLIC BEQUESTS 


It Zs Thought Pullman Disinherits 
‘His Sons and Leaves Property 
to Widow and Daughter. 


Chicago, October 25.—The disposition of 
the estimated $50,000,000 left by the late 
George M. Pullman will not be known 
with certainty for at least another day, it 
being found impossible to probate the will 
before tomorrow. 

That assurance both Robert Lincoln and 
Norman B. Ream, executors of the estate 
of the multi-millionaire, expressed with 
authority today. They said that even by 
tomorrow it was doubtful whether they 
would be able to offer the will for probate. 
The property left is so vast that it may 
take several days to estimate its value 
as the law requires. 

All sorts of stories are current in financial 
circles over the Pullman will. It was said 
positively that the estate was not worth 
over $20,000,000 or $25,000,000. Some we.l- 
known LaSalle street men, however, say 
that George M. Pullman’s income has av- 
eraged $10,000,000 annually for a number 
of years,

Speak Editorially ‘of What Is Really | 


Meant by It 
FRIENDLY TERMS. ARE USED 


For ‘This Reason They Say It Is Cap- 
able of Various Interpretations. 


OPINION DIFFERS ON OUR REAL INTENTION 


“Real Danger Is,” Says Times, “That 
America Will Take Steps To Fre- 
cipitate a Crisis.” 


London, October 26.—The Times, after re- 
marking editorially this morning the “the 
real danger is that America will take some 
step to precipitate a crisis,” says: 


“General Woodford’s note, like other pa- 
pers emanating from Washington, cannot 
be construed uy the ordinary ruies applica- 
bie to diplomatic correspondence, This is 
fortunate, inasmucn as-it contains expres- 
sions which, if they came from a Huropean 
chanceliery, Must be interpreted as menac- 
ing war. but it ig Unfortunate, because it 
makes the meaning of the note ambiguous, 
that no clear intimation is given of ihe con- 
Sequence of a refasai tO acquiesce in Amer- 
lcan demands. 

“The note is extremely diffuse and 
abounds in expressions of friendship and 
good will toward Spain; but while it apol- 
Ogizes for the earnest and posfMive nature 
of the language used On the ground that it 
is desirable to prevent misunderstand:ngs 
between two friendly nations, that language 
in fact tacks the precision which is usually 
expected in documents of this kind. 

“There is the distinct statement that 
American interests are suffering and that 
an attitude of neutrality cannot be pro- 
lenged indefinitely. 

“here 18s mentian of the concurrent reso- 
lution of the two houses of congress last 
year, of the recent resolution of the senate 
and of agitation in the United States. There 
is an assurance that public opinion now 
demands recognition of the insurgents as 
belligerents. 

“ln thes® circumstances it is suggested 
that the Spanish government shouid con- 
sider whether it wis not time to terminate 
the war by proposals consistent with its 
dignity and with the interests of Cuba. To 
this end the government at Washington 
makes tender of its good offices and calls 
upon the Spanish government within the 
present month to formulate definite pro- 
posals by which that tender may be ren- 
dered effective or to give satisfactory as- 
surances that the war will be brought to a 
speedy end. 

“Spain appears to prefer to lose Cuba 
in a war she foresees will be disastrous to 
her rather than to surrender what.sne rw 
gards as just and right, in deference to 
menace.

But tt may be hoped that they 
will not altogether shut tneir eyes to 
disagreeable realities and will at least adopt 
a less repellant attitude. Poneir attitude 
will depend upon the couclusion they ar- 
rive at as to the real aims and intentions 
of the United States, a subject on which 
considerable differences of opinion are 
allowed. General Woodford’s note is cap- 
able of various interpretations.’ 


WOODFORD RECEIVES REPLY. 


Spain’s Answer Is a Document of Over 
Thirty Pages. 

London, October 26.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Standard, telegraphing 
yesterday (Monday), says: 

“United States Minister Woodford re- 
ceived Spain’s reply today (Monday). 

“It is said to be a document of over thir- 
ty pages. 

“The Spanish papers assert that the gOvV- 
ernment will not send a note to the Euro- 
pean powers on the question until events 
compel. I understand this rumor must be 
received with caution, as when the idea 
of a memorandum was first mooted by 
‘Senor Canovas and the duke of Tetuan, it 
had to be abandoned under peremptory rep- 
resentations of American diplomacy. 

“Since then the powers, though very 
friendly, have shown no disposition to ex- 
press anything more than platonic sym- 
pathy. 

“Financial circles in Spain are more 
anxious than political circles. The latter 
seems to expect the United States will hes- 
itate when they see Spain in earnest.’’

FEVER PATIENT IS BETTER. 


Commor Only Man in Atlanta Who 
Has Yellow Fever. 


Yellow fever rumors were all over the 
city yesterday, and it was worse than whe1 
the refugees were pouring intu Atlanta 
from New Orleans and Mobile. 

Rumor had eases of fever in all portions 
of the city and the board of health investi- 
gated all they beard, and as a result it 
was announced that there is only one case 
of yellow fever in the city—that of H. H. 
Commor,. at 179 Haynes street. This case 
was pronounced yellow fever last Sunday, 
and the house has been quarantined. 

It was stated that Dr. Bridwell, who first 
attended Commor, had failed to report or 
diagnose the case and had been dismissed 
by the friends of the patient on that ac- 
ecunt. As a matter of fact, Dr. Bridwell 
reported the case to the board of health as 
suspicious last Friday, and together with 
Dr. Kennedy examined the man. Dr. Brid- 
well is said to have been dismissed because 
he reported the case to the board of health 
against their protestations. 

Commor was better yesterday than he 
was Sunday, and there were more hopes for 
his recovery. It was reported on the 
streets that he had died during the morn- 
ing, but the board of health announced 
that he was still alive-and doing well. 

The board of health held a meeting yes- 
terday morning and discussed the fever 
situation. The board expressed no fears of 
the fever. Hereafter people who have the

Mr. Thomas G. Healey, one of the wealth.

His family is at his bedside ana are min- 
istering to his wants. Mr. Healey is eighty 
years of age and has lived in Atlanta for 
about forty years. He has been an import- 
ant factor in the business interests of the 
city and is one of the largest rea] estate 
owners. 


Mr. Thomas G, Healey is a native of the 
State of Massachusetts and left there when 
quite a young man. Drifting southward.’ 
he came to Atlanta in the year 1849, and 
took up his residence in what was then lit 
tle more than a village sitting back among 
the red hills of Georgia. 

With the other pioneers whose names go 
down in history as the founders of the Gate ™ 
City of the South, Mr. Healey began work, ” 
and with the energy which has marked his 
entire career, he rose rapidly, and in a 
short while became 2 man of prominence. 

He became possessed of what is now some 
of the most valuable real estate in the city, 
and as his success continued he became @ 
leader socially and commercially. Hig life 
in Atlanta was one of hard work, and he 
gained a reputation as an energetic bush 
ness man.

He was patriotis 
in every sense of the word, and entered 
readily into anything which looked to aé 
vancing her interests or putting her for # 
ward in the commercial world. Up to the 
time he retired from business, ten or fit 
teen years ago, he was interested in aimost 
every important business enterprise that 
was launched, and he gave his time and at 
tentien to making them a success, He 
was one, of the men wha founded and.erect- 

‘ed the first Kimball house, and he was 
connected with other matters that go dow 
in history as among the chief busineas ven- 
tures of Atlanta, 

Mr. Healey has always held the honar aad 
respect of the people of Atlanta and. is on 
of the best known citizens. He was re 
elected a member of the city council and 
held this office with credit to himself and 
to his friends. He was also at one time 
an alderman and served the city faithfully. 
While in this office he championed move’ 
ments whieh resulted in very materially 
benefiting the <¢ity. 

Mr. Healey took a great delight in the 
phenomena! growth of Atlanta and watched 
her advancement with keen interest. Hel 
one of the largest real estate owners in the 
city and this property, which was obtaiae 
when it was of very little value, has bea 
the means of adding to his fortune. 

Mr. Healey ts eighty years of age and 
his led a life that Has been marked ® 
its usefulness. His wife and two sons, 
Charles and William Healey, reside With 
him at his home at 89 Ivy street.

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TALK OF ATLANTA 


Atlanta Pioneer Society Held Its Annual 
Session Last Night. 


THE DEATH RATE WAS HIGH 


Had Passed Away Since the 
Last Meeting. 


Seventeen 


To CELEBRATE THE SEMI-CENTENNIAL 


Committee Appointed To Loow After 
an Observance of That Occasion. 
Was Interesting Meeting. 


It was a remnant of old Atlanta, @ resi- 
gue in the overflow of many years, the 
gurviving representatives of days when 
this town was in swaddling clothes—they 
met in annual session last night. 

Or rather they met in business session, 
for this was the first time they had gath- 
ered since April 22, 1895, and when the 
roll was called it was found that since that 
time seventeen had died. 

But these survivors—they come together 
last night, and they coddled up close to 
ene another, and they bobbed their hoary 
heads, and they jabhered away about the 
old days and they drifted back to the time 
when Atlanta was a cross-roads town; 
when the little schoolhouse stood on the 
hill where big buildings are now going up; 
when Jim Williams and Joe Shearer and 
“Doc” 
branch which ran down there on Alabama 
street and chase kildees in the swamp just 
where the union depot now stands. 

Atlanta of today was no more to them 
last night. The noise of the cars was the 

ind whistling through desolate forests 
about a country store; the tumult of trade 
was hushed and Marthasville, a quiet, 
sleepy little village In the woods came be- 
fore them—and they were boys again to@ 
gether. 

But these years had gone by and now 
they stood face to face with a mighty 
city, and everywhere was the hurry and 
flurry of commerce, the hustle and bustle 
of traffic. 

It was Atlanta of today. still young, 
buoyant, vigorous, and they were now 
old men, very old men, and seventeen had 
died since their last meeting, and it would 
not be lang before all were gone; but they 
were happy. these men of the old. days, 
and they punched one another in the sides 
and joked again. 

It Was a Revival. 

This meeting of the Atlanta Pioneer So- 
ciety was held to renew interest in the 
organization, which, since 1895, had not 
had an election of officers or made definite 
plans for the maintenance of the body. 

Previous to the exposition the society 
had arranged for a semi-centennial cele- 
bration of an elaborate nature. Commit- 
tees had been appointed and there was 
great interest manifested to make the oc- 
casion a memorable success. It was just 
at this time that the scheme for holding 
the Cotten States and International ex- 
position came and, by request, the pioneers 
gave way, and, although they had by sub- 
scriptions raised a, good amount for their 
celebration, decided to stop and returned 
all the money. 

After that, with the coming of the ex- 
position and the cancellation of their plana, 
interest seemed to lag in the organization 
and no definite steps were taken. Thus it 
was that the meeting last night was of 
notable importance in that it marks a re- 
vival of interest. 

It was due to the fact that many had 
not been notified probably that the at- 
tendance was not large last night or more 
probably to the increased number of deaths 
in the society. The few there were very 
enthusiastic and chanted away about old 
times until a late hour. 


Officers Were Elected. 


“You get in the chair, Jim,” they said © 


to Mr. James E. Williams, who has been 

at the head of the pioneers for some years. 

He was a very gray-haired old man that 
went forward to preside. Ln 1866, during 
the warm period of reconstruction, he was 
mayor of Atlanta. 

Last night the society honored him again 
and once more he was elected president. 

For the five vice presidents the follow- 
ing were named: W. L. Calhoun, J. Cc. 
Hendrix, Anthony Murphy, John C. Peck 
and W. C. Shearer. 

For secrctary and treasurer Frank T. 
Ryan was named. 

Then the pioneers got down to business 
for a while. It was decided to hold once 
a year Memorial serviceg~ for the }-urpose 
of honoring the dead of the organization. 
The first Sunday in May was fixed as the 
day. 

Then came the discussion of a resolution 
Presented by J. C. Hendrix to the effect 
that during February next the ccleb-ation 
of the semi-annual centennial be had. It 
was on December 29, 1847, when the legisla- 
ture gave the charter to the city and At- 
lania was named. The first council was 
elected late in January, 1848. 

“Say, boys, we can’t go back on Mar'has- 
ville,” said Pioneer Shearer. “We ought 
to celebrate her somehow. I don’t see why 
We ought to let Marthasville out.” 

“Well, what’s the matter with Termin- 
us?’ said Colonel B. F. Walker. “This 
Place was known as Terminus before Mar- 
thasville came.”’ 

It was decided, however, to leave the cel- 
ebration tog committee, and J. C. Hendrix, 
B. F. Walker, Gus Shaw and Anthony 
Murphy were named. This comuittee will 
meet next Monday in the office of J. C. 
Hendrix. 

To Collect the Records. 

Long discussion was had over ihe propo- 
sition to collect the records of the socicty, 
Which have been missing for some time. 
It was decided. that all members versed 
in information on certain lines should pre- 
Pare papers which should be read to the 
Society at tne quarterly or annual meet- 
ings. In this way the pioneers hepe to 
collect valuable records eosncerning the 
History of the city,

Remarkable Phenomenon Discovered in 
the Macon Cemetery. 


A GENTLE SHOWER DESCENDS 


On a Lot About the Size of an Ordi- 
nary House Parlor.

Lot Is One Where Union Soldiers Were 
Buried, but Whose Remaiip 
Have Been Removed. 


Macon Bureau Atlanta Constitution, 
Brown House, Macon, Ga., October 25.— 
Macon is astir today over the strangest, 
weirdest of phenomena, 

It has been raining at a certain spot in 
Rose Hill cemetery four days withou: a 
speck of a cloud on the sky above. This 
announcement was made over the tecle- 
phore this morning by Sexton Hall at his 
office in the cemetery, when he had called 
up the mayor’s office and asked that some 
reputable citizen or city official might be 
seat out to witness the phenomenon. 

Immediately the iron-gray hair which 
crowns the brow of Mayor ‘“Da.sy’’ Price 
bezan to bristle with consternation and 
alarm. He turned the matter over to Colo- 
nel Bridgcs Smith for investigation. In 
a very short while Captain Monroe Jones, 
chief of the fire department, was summon- 
ed, and in company with a Constitution 
representative, was on his way to the cem- 
etery to investigate. 

The most remarkable part of the re- 
port of the sexton was that it is perfectly 
true. Away over the hills of Rose Hill 
cemetery on a shaded slope overlooking 
the winding river, there is a corner where 
once slept the union soidiers of Wilson's 
army who fell in battle around Macon. 
With one or two except.ons the graves of 
the union soldiers were relieved of their 
bones a number of years ago, when the 
ashes of the dead were reméved to the 
Union cemetery at Nashville. Since that 
time this particular lot in Rose Hill cem- 
etery has been left aside unused, unnoticed. 
A few days ago, while the laborers were at 
work at the direction of the sexton in that 
locality, one of them passed the spot, and 
although it was a perfectly clear day, with 
a sky as blue as the waters of the gulf of 
Mexico, he noticed that it was raining on 
the hillside on a spot about the size of 
the average house parlor. He was dum- 
founded for awhile, and muttered an ejac- 
vlation, more of: prayer than of amaze- 
ment. Finally he mustered up nerve to go 
under the drizzling shower to “see if his 
eyes didn’t fail hm,” as he puts it. He 
found that the falling drops of water were 
really wet. although they were not fallirg 
sufficiently fast to drench the ground. He 
reported the matter to Sexton Hall, who 
is one of the best known and highly re- 
spected citizens of Macon. He, of course, 
gave the negro the merry ‘“*ha-ha.”” pBte- 
ing that the darky would not be laughed 
out of his narrative, the sexton decided to 
go to the spot with him. He found what 
the man had reported was strictly true. 
He was likewise amazed and in fear of 
being laughed at, said nothing about the 
affair until he had made further investiga- 
tion. After four days, sesing that the 
dr’ssling rain was still falling there, he de- 
termined to report it at headquarters, and 
did so today. 

Numerous callers have v'sited the spot 
in the cemetery today. im fact, Sexton 
Hall has shown so many there he is thor- 
oughly fatigued with the exercise. The 
phenomenon gannot be accounted for by 
those who -have witnessed it. That it is 
rain cannot be doubted. for the drops can 
be seen falling from alove the tops of a 


tall biackgum and hickory tree, between. 


whieh the shower seems to make its way to 
the ground. Durirg the entire day the ra‘n 
has been fall ng between these two trecs 
near the foot of the lone hill 'n the ce,ne- 
tery, all the while the sun fairly beaming 
down as bright as could be on the clearest, 
fairest of sunny autumn days. Citizens 
who have visited the scene, of course, 
are jeered at by those who have not seen 
it. but their amazement is too genuine for 
them to be cheated by rid’cule out of the 
reaily thr'l!ng ob*ervat’on they have made, 

Th's incident revives another story about 
Mracon’s beautiful cemetery. A few years 
ago Undertaker Dennis Keating discovered 


that at a certain spot 
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noise of picks digging away within the 
bosom of the earth. Mr. Keating, who is 
one of the best known citizens of Macon, 
is ready to make affidavit to this at any 
time. 

It is believed by many Maconites that if 
a few more uncanny discoveries are made 
in Rose Hill cemetery the peopie of the 
Central City will be afraid to die and go 
there.

ARGUMENT TO DISSOLVE WRIT. 


Judge Falligant Heard Counsel in Fire 
Commissioners’ Case. 

Savannah, Ga., October 25.—(Special.)— 
The argument before Judge Falligant on 
the motion by the city to dissolve the writ 
of prohibition granted by Judge Sweat, of 
the Brunswick circuit, restraining the coun- 
cil from proceeding to try the fire commis- 
sioners on oharges of impeachment, was 
concluded today in the superior court. The 
city was represented by its attorney, Mr. 
S. B. Adams, while the counsel for the 
commissioners were Hon. F. G. duBignon, 
A. A. Lawrence and A. 8. Way. 

The argument on both sides was lengthy 
and exhaustive, the contention for the city 
being its right to try the fire commission- 
ers, and that of the commissioners contra. 
In the act creating the commission nothing 
is said about trial or removal from office. 
Counsel for the city held that the right of 
removal was an incident to the right of ap- 
pointment. It was held that Judge Sweut 
had erred in granting the writ. Counsel for 
the commission held that no power of re- 
moval being specified in the act or else- 


where, council was powerless to act in the! 


matter. Judge Falligant is not expected to 
deliver the decision for several days. 

The anti-commission fight will shortly be 
transferred to the legislature. At its last 
meeting the council adopted resolutions 
strongly condemning the commission and 
calling upon Hon. W. W. Geiger, the sena- 
tor from this district, to co-operate with 
the three representatives from-Chatham in 
securing the repeal of the commission acts, 
The action of the council was communicat- 
ed to Senator Geiger by Mayor Meldrim. A 
reply received from the senator and made 
public today declines to accede to the re- 
quest of the council. The administration 
supporters are very bitter against Senator 
Geiger in consequence. 

The senator passed through here tonight 
on his way to Atlanta. In a talk with The 
Constitut’on’s representative he stated that 
he had kept well posted on Chatham coun- 
ty’s politics and saw no reason why he 
should change his mind on the subject of 
the commission. It was Senator Geiger 
who prevented the repeal of the commis- 
sions at the last session.

Reports from the various lodges of the 
stete are beirg submitted to Grand Secre- 
tary W. A. Wolih'n today. There are 411 
lodges in Georgia and a membership of 
about 145,000. It is believed that there wih 
be a full list of delegates from the var‘ous 
lodges in attendance upon the grand lodge 
this year. Bes'des these there will be a 
great many officers and past officers and 
prominent Masons from every city, town 
and village in Georg:a in attendance. It is 
already clear that the one hundred and 
eleventh annual communication of the 
grand lodge will be one of the most suc- 
cessful in the entire history of the craft 
in Georgia. 

As has been already stated in The Con- 
stitution’s Macon dispatches, the chief bus- 
iness transaction and discussion wll grow 
out of the movement to reduce the mileage 
who attend the grand 
lodge communications annually. The mile- 
age pald now is 10 cents per mile both going 
and returning. 

There will be a strong fight on this, a 
movement having started at the last meet- 
ing to reduce the mileage to 5 cents per 
mile. Even then the miieage pa'd would 
be far in excess of the actua] mileage paid 
the railroads, which is 3 cents going and 1 
cent per mile returning, making a total 
mileage of 4 cents, while the Masonic del- 
egations would be paid a total of 10 cents. 

There is opposition, however, to th'‘s 
movement, and it may not succeed. The 
opponents to reduction of mileage declare 
that the grand lodge is able to pay the 
mileage now be'ng paid, and there is no 
gool reason for reduction, particularly 
since many of the deiegates are poor men 
and ought to be paid something for losing 
time from their daily occupation to at- 
tend the meetings of the grand lodge. In 
order to reduce é¢xpenses there is a plan to 
make the sessions of the grand lodge last 
two days instead of three. Grand Master 
Shannon finished the work last year in two 
days and there seems to be no good rea-

Usher Boynton and Bill Poster Dixon’

The statute does not give the authority for 
paving parts of streets.

Judge Anderson is afraid troub'e might re- 
sult if the work were continued under ex- 
isting conditions. After the work is done 
the city could not collect one cent from the 
property owners unless they paid of their 
own accord. 

Another question might arise as to the 
eondition of the present paving—whether 
it is worn out or practically unfit for use. 
While the o'd ecobb'e stones are not the 
best paving in the world, and there is no 
doubt that the needs repairing, 
yet some might claim it is not etnirely un- 
fit for use, 

This same question has arisen about the 
Washineton street paving. The residents 
averse to the {mprovement have taken the 
rase to the supreme court on the above 
grounds, and a decision has never beef 
rendered. 

The difficulty may be solved by an 
amendment to the city charter giving the 
city authority to repave portions of streets. 
This will probably be introduced at the 
first session of the legislature tomorrow, 
and Mayor Collier thinks it ought to pasa 
in a month. If this prediction be true the 
avenue will be paved in the near future.

115 WITNESSES TO SWEAR TODAY 


The Case Will Be Rushed Through as 
Fast as Possible and the Ver- 
dict Will Come eocm, 


Taylor Delk, grimly cheerful, gaunt and 
picturesque as usual, sat before twelve 
Henry county men yesterday and heard 
the first evidence in this his fourth trial. 

Today 115 witnesses will swear in the 
case and tonight the twelve men will go 
out to their room and decide the fate of 
the famous old prisoner. 

When the case was called yesterdav 
morning Delk’s attorneys made a motion 
for a continuance on the ground of absent 
witnesses, but Judge Candler with charac- 
teristic dispatch issued attachments tor 
the absent witnesses and erdered that the 
trial proceed, 

Sensational testimony is expected today. 
The attorneys for Delk are determined to 
aequit him and they wiil introduce evl- 
dence that will be entirely new and will 
prove startling to the entire state. 

‘the story of the first day’s proceedings 
from McDonough is as follows: 

McDonough, Ga., October 25.—(Special.)— 
For the fourth time Taylor Delk is on trial 
for his life for the murder of Sheriff 
Guinn, of Pike county. 

After his third trial in Pike his counsel 
succeeded in getting for him a new tria. 
and aiso a change of venue. Henry county 
was selected as the place for his fourth 
trial. Judge Candler, of the Stone Moun- 
tain circuit, is presiding in place of Judge 
Beck. The case was called at 10 o'clock 
this morning. The counsel for the state 
announced ready, but the defense made .-a 
motion for continuance on the ground of 
the absence of many tmportant witnesses. 
The motion was overruled and attachment 
taken out for the witnesses not present 
and hard effort will be made to have them 
here by tomorrow. The case was then dis- 
continued until 2 p. m. that the motion 
might be made and handed in writing. 

About one hour Was consumed in getting 
the jury and up to g@journment tonight 
oOniy wwo witnesses for the state have tes- 
tified. There are 115 witnesses in the case 
and all day tomorrow will be taken up with 
evidence. The court will very likely have 
a night session tomorrow. It will be a 
hard fought case. The counse! for either 
side are contending for every advantage. 

Solicitor Bloodworth is assisted by Colo- 
nel Redding, of Barnesville, in the prose- 
eution. The defense is managea by 
Charles J. Hayden, John L. Travis, of At- 
lanta, and Colonel Jim Shell, of Senoia, 

A great deal of interest is taken in what 
Tom Langford, who will soon be tried for 
the same offense, will say when he is put 
on the witness st.nd tomovrow. He has 
never testified in any of the former trials, 
having been captured sincé the third trial 
and has remained, as far as the public is 
concerned, very quiet.

A Brand New Bill. 

These amendments were revolutionary in 
character and altered the entire scope of 
the bill. They amended the first section 
which provided for the appointment of the 
proposed prison commission of three by 
the governor so‘as to authorize their elec- 
tion by the legislature. They changed the 
second section so as to make the term of 
office of the comm /'ssioners two years each 
instead of two, four and six years. They 


increased the duties of the chairman of 


the commission . and placed his bord at 
$10,000. They decreased the duties of the 
cther two members and made their bonds 
$2,500 each. They had just started in to 
cut down the salaries of the commission- 
ers, as provided in the fourth section, when 
a moticn to adjourn to 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing prevailed. 

As soon as the committee reassembles 
Represertative Autrey, of Cobb county, 
will move for a reconsideration of the vote 
py which the Hall bill was taken up, and, 
if his motion is successful, it will be fo!- 
lowed by another one to lay the bill on the 
table. Immediately afterwards Represen- 
tative Hitch, of Brooks county, will pre- 
sent a resolution which practically contem- 
plates a renewal of the old convict lease 
system. He attempted to introduce it yes- 
terday, but was bowled down on a point of 
order made by Mr. Felder that no substi- 
tute for the Hall bill was in order until it 
had been considered by sections. The reés- 
olution provides: 

To Renew the Old Lease. 

1. For the division of the convicts of the 
state into two classes, the first to consist 
of the able-bodied males over sixteen years 
of age, and the second of the boys, women 
and old, diseased and disabled men. 

°. The hiring out of the first-class convicts 


" in gangs of fifty and upward for terms not 


exceeding five years to the highest bidders. 
% The employment of the second-class 
convicts at farming and manufacturing on 
the three thousand acres of land owned by 
the state which adjoins the asylum prop 
ertv at Milledgeville. 
This is the programme for today. and if 
the indications of yesterday count for any- 
thing it is going to develop one of the 
Warmest fights which ever took place in 
the Georgia legislature. That there is a 
very considerable element of the joint 
committee in favor of Representative 
Hiteh’s resolution is not to be denied, and 
in the presence of a deliberate attempt to 
re-ehact the old lease system the bicker- 
ings of those who favor reform, but differ 
a8 to methods become of minor importance.

Finding that the sentiment of the legisla- 
ture was drifting away from the island 
plan Colonel Brobston came to Atlanta 
with a proposition to sell 6,000 acres of 
land on Turtle river, ten miles northwest 
of Brunswick. He described it to the mem- 
bers as being healthy, productive and ac- 
cessible and extended an invitation to the 
entire committee to visit and inspect it. 
Colonel Brobston has been interested in 
the matter of establishing a penal colony 
since jt was first agitated and has become 
a ‘very popular attache of the committee. 

The recess was @livened also by a meet- 
ing of the Blalock investigators, who got 
together to attach their signatures to their 
aaxiovsly awaited report. Messrs. Bla- 
Jock, Berry, Swift, Littl and Boynton 
were present and they held quite a pro- 
tracted session. There was some disposi- 
tion on the part of Messrs. Little and Boyn- 
tom to prepare a minority report, but it is 
the members finally 
got together. The report is a very lengthy 
one and covers eighty-one printed pages. 
Next to the governor’s message, it will be 
the most formidable document that will 
be presented to this session of the legisla- 
ture. 

The Trouble Begins. 

Chairman Cook arrived, as he had prom- 
ised, and at 3 o’clock was in the chair 
in the room of the house of represenra- 
tives with a full attendance of the peni- 
tentiary committee before him, with Pres- 
ident Berner, of the senate, beside him on 
the rostrum, and with numerous members 
of the legislature not on the committee 
scattered about the hall. Secretary Mark 
Hardin read the Hall bill as presented 
by the sub-committee and then read the 
brief minority report disagreeing with the 
indefinite features of the bill as was pub- 
lished in The Constitution yesterday and 
signed by Messrs. Cook, Shropshire, Thom- 
as, Dodson and Felder. Senator Atkinson 
moved to consider the bill by sections, and 
as soon as this was agreed to Represen- 
tative Felder arose and presented . his 
amendment to the first paragraph, which 
provides for the election of the prison com- 
missioners by the legislature instead of 
their appointment by the governor. 

It was at this stage of the proceedings 
that Representative Hitch, of Brooks, tried 
to get in his resolution providing for a 
renewal of the old lease and was defeated 
on point of order. Representative Jiall 
took the floor and vigorously defended his 
bill. He said that while he had no objec- 
tion to the election of the commissioners 
by the legislature, he felt that it would 
be safe to follow the precedent already 
established in reference to the railroad 
commission, the capitol commission, etc. 
He thought that the amendment would 
take up too much of the time of the leg- 
islature, and that the scramble for office 
would delay the selection of the men. 

The University Wins. 

Representative Jordan, of Pulaski, moved 
a reconsideration of the vote by which the 
Hall bill was taken up, but lost it on ac- 
count of 21 to 19, many refusing to vote. 
Mr. Felder defended his amendment and 
said that if a legislature was competent to 
elect United States senators it could be 
safely antrusted with the duty of electing 
the prison commissiorers. The amendment 
was carried by a vote of 23 to 11. An 
amendment to the second section, changing 
the amount of bonds of the commissioner, 
was agreed to without division, and then 
the matter of salary was taken up. Mr. 
Felder wanted to pay the chairman of the 
commission $2,000 a year, and his two asso- 
ciates $4 per day while actually employed, 
end mileage. Mr. Hall urged that the 
commissioners be elected for two, four and 
six years for the first term, and for six 
years each thereafter, in order that but one 
new member could be selected at a time. 
Mr. Felder fought this and asserted that a 
men elected to an ffice for six years home- 
steaded himself upon it and lost sight of 
his responsibility to the people. 

Mr. Felder wanted all elections after the 
first to be held by the people, but lost this 
provision on a motion made by Mr. Thomas 
of Ware. The two, four and six-year pro- 
vision was then adopted by a vote of 18 
to 14. Mr. Jordan moved to adjourn, and 
was seconded by Mr. Thomas. By a vote 
of 21 to 20 the motion was lost. Mr. Autrey 
again moved to reconsider the vote by 
which the Hall bill was taken up, and as- 
serted that the members were wasting 
their time in the consideration of a Measure 
which was certain in the end to be defeat- 


ed. He declared that a clear majority was 


in favor of the resolution which Represen- 
tative Hitch, of Brooks, was trying to 
represent, and that it was foolish to longer 
ignore the fact. Chairman Cook ruled his 
motion out of order. 

Adjourned in Confusion. 

Then the salary question came up again 
and a long discussion followed, in which 
ali sorts of propositions. were advanced. 
Mr. Hall contended that good men could 
not be obtained to work for the state for 
$4 a day, and Mr. Felder retorted that the 
gentleman from Coweta was working for 
just that sum. He also asserted that good 
men could be got without a salary, and 
cited the experience of other states. When 
it came to a vote, however, on the Felder 
amendment the ayes were 11 and the nays 
15. Two-thirds of those present declining 
to vote at all. Then Mr. Jordan renewed 
his motion to adjourn and Mr. Thomas 
seconded it. It prevailed almost without 
opposition, and the tired statesmen hasten- 

els. 
pag es eo te made last night to find out 
what the different factions proposed to do 
at today’s meeting, but nothing could be 
learned except that the first business in 
order will be the consideration of the Hitch 
resolution. Until that is disposed of one 
way or the other, no action taken on the 
Hall bill will indicate the real purpose of

Arrangements for the Atlanta Parade

The complete programme for the observ- 
ance of J. W. Thomas and Atlanta day at 
the Nashville centennial has now been ar- 
ranged.

LEFT KINGSTON LAST NIGHT 


Secretary Alger’s Order Could Not 
Find Them and Causes Delay.

A forerunner of Atlanta day at the Nash- 
ville Centennial will be the arrival of the 
Fifth infantry from Fort McPherson in 


thet city this morning. 

The soldiers left over the Western and 
Atlantic railroad last night, having boarded 
special traing at Kingston, where they had 
marched after leaving their camp at Chick- 
amauga. Two special trains with nineteen 
cars were necessary to carry them and 
several hours were consumed.in getting 
the troops and camp equipments aboard. 

They left Chickamauga last Friday night 
and on the same day the order from 5Sec- 
retary Aiger, of the war department, was 
sent to them to go to Nashville and not 
return to Atlanta. Much time was lost be- 
cause of the difficulty fh transmitting the 
order to them. It was sent to many places 
before Colonel Cook received it, and it 
was thought that he would reach the 
post before it would finally fall into the 
proper hands. 

It went to Chattanooga, but the regi- 
ment had -just broken camp and it was 
too late. By the first mail it was sent to 
Ringgold, where it was known that the 
first stop would be made, aud the first 
night out be spent. Early th ext morn- 
ing the order reached Ring. but the 
soldiers had been away several hours be- 
fore and it could not be delivered. 

This occasioned another delay of a day. 
It was forwarded to Kingston as soon as 
possible, as this was the next town the 
regiment would pass through. It beat the 
marching column to this place and was 
delivered to Colonel Cook immediately 
upon his arrival. 

No time was lost after ‘the official infor- 
mation had been received and it was de- 
cided to take the trains there as soon as 
they could ve had. Trains were arranged 
for yesterday and the whole regiment was 
placed on board and whirled to the exposi- 
tion city last night. 

Those at the fort have not been in close 
communication with the regiment and they 
were not advised as to ite movements. A 
number of the officers returned to the post 
before the regiment broke its camp at 
Chickamauga and they may be called to 
join the others at Nashville. 

After arriving at the Centennial, they 
will be taken off the trains near the expo- 
sition grounds and the camp for them will 
be established there: It will be an exhibit 
of the government as a regulation camp 
the same as would be established in the 
time of real war. 

It is expected that a large number will 
visit it and it will prove a great attrac- 
tion for the visitors. The men have only 
their campaign uniforms with them and 
they will appear as if only intended for 
service. They will not be able to show 
themselyes only in their old uniforms and 
equipments that they have had with them 
during the long march to Chickamauga and 
the time of the encampment there. 

It is intended that the regiment will 
appear in the parade on Atlanta day, and 
they will add much to the ensemble on 
that day. They will remain at the exposi- 
tion until the show comes to a close on 
the 30th of this month, and then return to 
the fort here, 

They’re Off to Nashville. 

Kingston, Ga., October 25.—(Special.)—The 
Fifth regiment of the United States army, 
commanded by Colonel Cook, went into 
camp this evening half a mile from here, 
on their return te the Atlanta barracks 
from their encampment at Chickamauga 
park. A telegram being received from the 
départment, the camp was broken and the 
entire company left tonight at 9 o'clock for 
the Nashville exposition to be gone toll the 
29th. The soldiers are greatly disappointed 
that they did not get back to Atlanta be- 
fore going*to Nashville, in order to get into 
good clothes. As it is, they go in- their 
marching garb.

DON'T STOP AT LOCAL POINTS 


Trains from Atlanta Hurry Through 
Alabama Towns. 


OLD RULES IN FORCE AGAIN 


No Trouble at All—Travel Is 
Coming This Way. 


Telegraphic advices of quarantine regula- 
tions began to come into the Atlanta rail- 
road offices again yesterday. 

No new conditions went into effect on 
any of the roads until afternoon or last 
night. The Atlanta and West Point’s trains 
ran just as they have been running since 
the fever appeared in Montgemery,. In the 
afternoon word came that Alabama had 
quarantined against Atlanta. The South- 
ern railway received notice and passengers 
were notified that they could not go from 
Atlanta into Alabama if they wanted to 
stop there. Through passengers from non- 
infected points are admitted into Alabama, 


but Atlanitians are barred out. 

There were very few inquiries at the city 
ticket offices about transportation over the 
lire. The tide was coming this way. The 
West Point’s midday train from Montgom- 
ery was more than an hour late, due to the 
becvy travel and extra cars. 

"Ihe Southern brought in extra cars and a 
great many passengers from pvints along 
its line. The Alabama Great Southern has 
practically suspended operations between 
Rirmingham and Meridian. Some of the 
littie branch roads have had to shut down. 
‘he Western's Selma division is idle. Selma 
and Montgomery will not interchange busi- 
ness, although both towns are infected. 

The Southern railway’s local passenger 
business west of Birmingham and through 
Mississippi is handled on mixed trains, a 
passenger car being attached to a freight 
train. Freight is moved in and cut of 
Mississippi and Alabama by the Southern. 

Alabama’s quarantine against Atlanta ts 
understood by the railway officials to re- 
store the regulations which were in force 
prior to October 6th. Freight passing 
through Atlanta and a great many articles 
originating here are being shipped, bint 
textiles and some freights packed in wood 
eannot be shipped from Atlanta. 

Some fumigating of box cars is still being 
done in Atlanta. These are the cars which 
have come recently from infected territory. 
Flat and coal cars are not fumigated, and 
probably will not have to be. If it should 
be required, the Birmingham mines and 
furnaces would lose all Atlanta’s trade, as 
the orders would be placed elsewhere. The 
point is made that there is no reason to 
shut out freight or cars going from At- 
lanta to Montgomery and not stopping at 
any other point in Alabama. The railway 
men say that there is no sense in requiring 
a change of crews on trains running 
through from here to Montgomery. If At- 
lanta does not kick, they do not see that 
Montgomery has any cause to complain. 

A great many passengers who came from 
Alabama on Sunday left rongaenden A for the 
north. They wait here to get their bag- 
gage disinfected and then went on north, 
many of them buying tickets to New York. 
The ge men at the union nger 
etation say they have not handi so much 
baggage in two days since the exposition 
as they had on Sunday and yesterday.

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JIM WILLIAMS ON 
TRIAL FOR HIS LIRR 


Detectives Say He Is the Brutal Slayer 
of Officer R. L. Albert. 


HE SAYS HE IS INNOCENT 


Only One Witness Was Examined Yes- 
terday During the Afternoon. 


TOOX THREE HOURS 10 GET A JURY 


State Says It Will Convict Williams, 
While the Defense Says the 
Trial Is Farcial. 


Jim Williams, charged with the assassina- 
tion of Policeman R. I. Albert, one.of the 
bravest and most efficient policemen of 
Atlanta, was placed on trial for his life 
yesterday afternoon in tle criminal supe- 
rior court befcre Judge Beck. 

The trial began at 3:30 o’clock and when 
court adjourned just before night the jury 
had been secured and but one witness ex- 
amined. 

The state, aided by the city detectives 
end the police force, claim to have a strong 
chain of evidence which will convict Wil- 
liams. The defense, cn the other hand, con- 
terds that Williams is entirely innocent 
and that the trial is only a farce so far as 
justice is concerned. 

Williams is indifferent to his surround- 
ings. If he is innocent, he believes he will 
be acquitted and that truth will triumph; if 
he is guilty, he is stolid and callous and he 
will hardly break down under the strong 
fire of evidence which the state will direct 
upon him today. 

The bili of indictment charges that Wil- 
liams killed Officer Albert July 13, 1897. with 
a pistol while the officer was endeavoring 
to arrest him. To this Williams has enter- 
ed a plea of not guilty and the trial will 
be hotly contested by the state and vig- 
orously defended by Williams's able coun- 
sel. 

Williams Appears in Court. 

When the name of Jim Willlams was 
called he was being led into the courtroom 
by a bailiff. 

“T’se here, judge,” said the prisoner, 
grinning a bow of recognition to some of 
the detectives who were responsible for hig 
presént situation of peril. 

Williams is a small negro, brutal of coun- 
tenance and of a yellowish complexion. He 
is easily distinguishable from the common 
herd of negroes on account of the peculiar 
manner in which he pompadours his kinky 
locks. 

*T have been appointed in this case to aid 
Attorney Hamilton in tthe defense,” an- 
nounced Attorney Lewis W. Thomas, “and 
I have just been informed of my appoint- 
ment. I haven’t had dinner and have had 
no talk with the prisoner. As he is on trial 
for his life, I think his counsel should have 
every opportunity to investigate his de- 
fense.’’ 

Judge Beck announced that the case 
would be postponed until 3:30 o’clock, when 
it would be taken up without any further 
postponement. 

Witness Was Missing. 

At 3:30 o'clock Attorney Thomas madea 
motion to continue the case until this 
morning on account of the absence of Cas- 
sie Copeland, who had been subpoenaed but 
who was not present in court when her 
neme was called. 

“We intend to show by this absent wit- 
ness,”” said Attorney Thomas, “that this 
prisoner was at her home at 3 o’clock on 
the morning that Officer Albert was killed. 
She has been served with a summons, but 
has not responded.’’ 

The mother of the prisoner was sworn to 
show what the absent witness would testi- 
fy. Judge Beck overruled the motion and 
counsel was instructed to proceed with the 
case. 

The array of the jury was weird and 
three hours was consumed in striking the 
jury. 

Judge Beck allowed counsel for both state 
and defense to ask the jurors their place of 
residence. 

“We don’t do this out in the country,” 
said Judge Peck, ‘‘but in a big city like this 
I think it is admissible.” 

The state is represented by Solicitor Hill 
and Attorneys Albert & Hughes. The coun- 
sel for the defense is ITewis W. Thomas.

Should Cassin return, he will be placed on 
trial, otherwise the bond will be collected 
and will aid in swelling the treasury of the 
state. 
Is Cassin in South Africa? 

It is said that Cassin is now in south 
Africa, where he is engaged in a profitable 
business. 

When Cassin left the city he told his 
friends that he was to take a short vaca- 
tion for the summer, promising that he 
would return when his trial was reached. 
Rome time ago when Judge Candler held 
a brief term of his court Cassin’s case was 
reached, but it was postponed on account 
of illness in the family of hig counsel. 

There has been much speculation as to 
the return of Cassin, it being the current 
belief that he had fled, rather paying the 
sum of $10,000, the amount of his bond, 
than face the charge of having embezzled 
$71.000. The report that Banker Coker was 
indemnified against all loss that might be 
received on account of his having become 
security for Cassin is generally believed 
and has not been denied it is said.

W. V, Lauraine, the receiver for the Blue 
Ridge and Atlanta railway, is having more 
warm times up there on account of his job. 
According to all rumors his job as receiver 
is mcre unpleasant to hold than a red-hot 
brick. 

In a bill asking for a temporary injunc- 
tion, filed in the United States court yes- 
terday, Receiver Lauraine recites some of 
the harrowing troubles that are besetting 
him in the discharge of his duty. The bill 
is filed by the Certral Trust Company, which 
company hold a mortgage deed on the Blue 
Ridge and Atlantic. 

W. D. Young, the proprietor of thé Grand 
View hotel, at Tallulah, has made a start- 
ling claim, which is the cause of all the 
trouble. He and Mr. Lauraine have never 
been the closest of friends. Recently he 
made a futile effort to have the receiver 
fired. Once before he and the receiver had 
a difficulty and it was with trouble that 
bloodshed was averted. Now Young comes 
forward with the claim that he has a deed 
to three-quarters of a mile of the right of 
way of the railroad, extending fifty feet 
on each side of the track. This claim ap- 
plies to the property lying In front of the 
Grand View hotel! property. 

Receiver Lauraine alleges that he was ap- 
pointed receiver on March 14, 1892. He has 
held the position since. He enjoyed peace- 
ful possession of the road until July 28th 
last; when he received a letter from W. D, 
Young laying claim to the right of way and 
claiming that he had a deed to the property 
made prior to the mortgage deed held by 
the Central Trust Company. 

Mr. Lauraine alleges that on September 
29th, while his employees were clearing: the 
bushes from the right of way, Young ap- 
peared and forcibly interfered with the 
work and threatened to do violence to the 
employees and to shoot them if they cut the 
bushes from the right of way. Young 
claims that the trust mortgage deed does 
not cover the right of way which he him- 
self claims, 

The trust company wants the courts to 
enjoin Young from interfering with the 
property. The company alleges that the 
claim of Young will injure the sale of the 
road, which is to be made under the fore- 
closure on the bth of next month. Young 
has threatened to be on hand that day and 
warn the bidders that he owns the prop- 
erty. 

Judge Newman passed an order in the 
case compelling the parties to appear be- 
fore him on November 25th and show cause 
why the injunction shall not be granted.

INSURANCE MEN 


ON ELECTROLYSIS 


Companies Are Uneasy About Condition 
of Water Pipes. 


MR. SCHOEN COMES TO TOWN 


Is Electrician of S. E. Tariff Associa- 
tion and Will Inspect City. 


HAS A NEW SOLUTION FOR THE PROBLEM 


He and Electrician Harper, However, 
Do Not Agree—Conference 
Yesterday Morning. 


The insurance companies are becoming 
interested in electrolysis on the water pipes. 
The Southeastern Tariff Association has 
sent their chief electrician, Mr. A. M. 
Schoen, here to investigate the situation. 
He arrived in the city last Sunday, end 
will begin an immediate inspection. 

If the water maing are in danger it is 
important that the insurance companies 
should know. If a main should happen 
to burst during a fire, the result would be 
a great loss to these concerns, They will 
take active steps, therefore, to examine 
the condition of the pipes, and in case the 
system is found to be threatened there 
may be material changes in the insurance 
of buildings in future. 

Mr. Schoen, City Electrician Harper, City 
Engineer Clayton and Judge Hillyer, presi- 
dent of the water board, held a consulta- 
tion at the city hall at 11 o’elock yester- 
day morning. Mr. Harper gave an ac- 
count of how electrolysis had been dis- 
covered in the pipes, and stated that a 
change of return wires on the part of the 
Consolidated Street Railway Comipany is 
imperative. Judge Hillyer agreed with Mr. 


-Harper and the water board will take ac- 


tion on the subject at the very next ses- 
sion recommending to council that the car 
companies be made to change at once. 

In looking dver the, old records of the 
water board Judge Hillyer has found that 
he called the attention of council to electro- 
lysis on the pipes in 18%. The subject was 
refegred to the board of electr.cal control 
and there pigeonholed, no further action 
having ever been taken. That electrolysis 
has been allowed to gain such a seemingly 
strong foothold is no fault of the water 
board, for the attention of council has 
been directed to the subject several times. 
It seems, however, the city fathers have 
been afraid to face the situation. 

Mr. Schoen Has a Plan. 

Mr. Schoen, who is a practical electrician, 
and has carefully studied electrolysis in 
other cities, has a new remedy for the 
difficulty. He recommends a system of 
underground return wires connected with 
the pipes in charged areas, claiming that 
the current can in this way be transferred 
back to the plant without damage to the 
water system. He gays this plan has been 
adopted in other cities and has worked 
successtully. 

City Electrician Harper takes a different 
view of the situation. He claims electricity 
will always return to the plant by the 
shortest route of the least resistance, and 
that underground return wires will tend 
to send the current to the pipes in some 
localities instead of away from them. 

Mr. Harper claims there are only two 
solutions to the problem—an overhead re- 
turn wire system or a double trolley sys- 
tem. The Consolidated people refuse to 
give their views on the subject, preferring 
to wait until all the facts can be ascer- 
tained. 

No more bursted pipes were found or 
reported yesterday. There is no telling how- 
ever, how many will be found today. 


WATER POWERS OF GEORGIA 
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State Geologist Yeates Issues a Valu- 
able Bulletin. 


MUCH USEFUL DATA IS GIVEN 


Work Is Complete in Every Sense, and 
: Will Be a Great Adver- 
tisement. 


The state geological survey has. just is- 
sued the first of a series of econonic bulle- 
tins on the water powers of Georgia. 

This bulletin has been compiled by Mr. 
B. M. Hall, special assistant, chiefly from 
the notes of Mr. C. C. Anderson, formerly 
assistant geologist; but advantage has been 
taken of the work done some years ago 
under the direction of Dr. Little, then state 
geologist. An appentiix of nearly fifty 
pages gives the results of field work doue 
under the direction of the present state 
geologist during the past two years. 

The bulletin is handsomely illustrated 
with a number of full-page half-tone cuts, 
showirg some of the most striking water 
scenery in the state, such as Tallulah and 
Toccoa Falls, and the High Falis of the 
Towailiga. There ard alsa eeveral zina 
etchings of cross sections of rivers sur- 
veyed, which represent the cuntours of the 
river bottoms. 

Two maps, in colora, show the water 
basins of tne entire state, and the locations 
or such of the water powers in norta 
Georgia as have so far been surveyed. 

An imteresting chapter on the recent in- 
crease in value of water powers, especialiy 
of those in Georgia, is outlined by a chap- 
ter on the streams and drainuge basins of 
Georgia, with tables showing their tr:ibu- 
taries and water powers. In this chapter 
a@ table is introduced showing the average 
rainfall at Atlanta for the last twenty-six 
years, being 030.96 every year. One tabie 
gives the names of the important streams 
in each drainage basin, with their tribu- 
taries and the counties through which they 
fiow. Another set locates the water powers 
along these streams, and gives much in- 
portant data concerning each, such as the 
length of shoal; flow, in cubie feet per 
second; fall in linear feet; gross and net 
horse power, ete. A third set of tables in- 
dicates the utilized power on each stream, 
giving the number and kind of mills in 
Operation; the total fall and the total 
horse power used. 

The fourth chapter, on “The Flow of 
Streams,’ furnishes very important data 
as to the velocity and discharge of the 
streams per second, the measurement of 
these streams having been taken with the 
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yesterday morning before the session of 
court began. When Attorney Alexander 
appeared in court there was quite a stir 
of excitement in the courtroom, as many 
expected Cassin would also appear. 

Ranker Coker, the bondsman, does not 
appear to be disturbed over the bond hav- 
ing been forfeited, and his quiet manner 
has given emphasis to the general report 
that he has been fully indemnified against 
any loss in the transaction.

“A SENSATIONAL FIGHT AIRED 


Morgan Bell Is Stabbed While Fight- 
ing P. A. Williams. 


WILLIAMS SAYS HIS WIFE WAS THE CAUSE 


Five Men Were Engaged in the Fight. 
Three of Them Bound Over—An 
Ugly Row. 


A five-cornered fight Saturday night, re- 
guiting in one man being nearly cut to 
death, was investigated in the police court 
yesterday afternoon, The men tried were: 
Philip A. Willlams, Bonnie Williams and 
George Sheridan. Bonnie Williams is the 
son of Phillip Williams. The evidence show- 
ed that on Saturday night, on Marietta 
street, oppos'ta McNish’s saloon, Philip 
Williams and Morgan Bell had a fight, and 
that the latter had received a stab in the 
back which penetrated the lung and was 
likely to cause death. Bell was to have 
been married tomorrow night. 

Claude Bell, Morgan's brother, 
was there and saw the whole fight. His 
brother ard Philip Williams met in the 
saloon. There had been a previous misun- 
standing between the two men about Mrs. 
Willfams, her husband charging Bell with 
alienating her affectigns. (Mr. and Mrs. 
Will'ams had been parted for about five 
months. When the men met Saturday 
night Williams first asked Bell to take a 
glass of beer with him, and when the invi- 
tation was refused he invited Bell out. On 
the sidewalk Williams struck Bell with a 
pair of brass knucks, Bell staggered back, 
and, recovering, struck Williams. The two 
men fell, with Williams underneath. At 
this juncture Bonnie Williams, who had 
been waiting on the outside with friends, 
ran up and stabbed Bell in the back. Claude 
Bell rushed in and received a cut over the 
eye with the same Knife. Sheridan came up 
and tried to use a knife. Officers finally 
parted the fighters. This was the story told 
by Claude Bell. 

Sheridan and young Williams denied that 
they had anything to do with the fight. 
They claimed to have gone to the saloon 
to see Williams for the purpose of getting 
some money. Sheridan said he saw Claude 
Bell striking Bonnie Williams and pro- 
tected the boy by holding Bell off. 

Bonnie Williams said: he did not cut Beli, 
and he cried bitterly in the court room. 

Another one of the Bell boys said he 
was with Sheridan and Bonnie Willtams 
and he saw Bonnie Williams use the knife. 

A physician stated that Morgan Bell was 
seriously wounded. 

Philip Williams then made his statement, 
which gave the dramatic tinge to the 
plot. 

“That man Morgan Bell,’”’ he said, ‘has 
been the cause of my wife and me separat- 
ing. Five months ago she left me on ac- 
count of this same man. Two weeks ago 
she said she had given up the Bells and I 
Was going back to live with her. I heard 
that Bell had not only imposed upon my 
wife, but he had also grossly insulted my 
daughter, who is nearly grown, I stood the 
business as long as I could, and I sent 
word to Morgan by his own brother, 
Claude, that he must leave my family 
alone. T’ met him Saturday night and I 
asked him about the way he had treated 
my people, and he told me not to give him 
any of my slack. I was mad and I hit at 
him about the same time he hit at me. 
I don’t know who hit first. I knew noth- 
ing about any stabbing, but Claude Bell 
had a knife and I can show the places 
where he cut my hat. I don’t believe I have 
done anything except what any husband 
and father would do under similar circum- 
stances.”’

HISTORIC DEPOT 
1S COMING DOWN 


Old Western and Atlantic Freight Depe 
Is Being Destroyed. 


IT 4S AN OLD LANDMARK 


One of the Oldest Structures in Atlan- 
ta and an Historic One. 


WAS OCCUPIED BY GOV. BROWN 20 YEARS 


The Old Building Will Make Way for 
Tracks of the Railroad Company 
in a Short Time. 


—~- 


The historic old Western and Atlantic 
railroad freight depot is rapidly being de- 
stroyed. In a few more days the old build- 
ing will be no more and one of the relics of 
war times will have disappeared. 

Workmen are engaged in tearing down the 
old structure, which has been the oflice 
homes of governors and distinguished men 
of Georgia’s past. Brick after brick ig being 
broken away from the walls and the mass 
of timber and material in the old building 
is being hauled away from the spot long ao4 
cupied by the depot. , 

The old freight depot is one of the oldest 
buildings in the city. 
the war or jyst after the close of that strug- 
gle. The present building was built on the 
spot formerly oc®ffipied by the original 
freight depot of the state road, which 
structure was destroyed by fire at the time 
General Sherman put the torch to Atlanta. 
The first depot was erected in the fifties 
and it stood many years before succumbing 
to the flames started by the torches of 
Sherman’s soldiers. The state operated the 
road at that time and as soon as the war 
closed and things settled down the state 
started the work of rebuilding its destroyed 
depots and again putting its roadway and 
tracks in condition. 

One of the first pieces of work undertaken 
was the erection of the present depot, which 
has stood many years, and in which many 
thousands of dollars of freight have been 
handled. The building was regarded as a 
splendid structure when first bufit and it 
made a handsome appearance for several 
years. The structure was amply large for 
the purpose of a freight depot, and the gen- 
eral offices of the state road were in the 
building for years. 

Occupied by Governor Brown. 


It was in the o'd depot that Governor 
Brown moved his office when he and asso- 
ciates leased the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road in 1870. For several years previous the 
building had been occupied by the officials 
of the road under state control. At that 
time Major Campbell Wallace was superin- 
tendent of the road and he was the first offi- 
cial to move into the building when it was 
erected in place of the burned structure. 

After the term of 'Major Wallace, Foster 
Blodgett succeeded as superintendent and 
he oceupied the building a number of years. 
The other officers of the road were also in 
the building, such as trainmaster, dispatch- 
er, freight agent and the like. 

It was in 1870 that Governor Brown and 
the syndicate secured control of the road 
and they moved into the old Duilding which 
was occupied by the ex-governor for @wenty 
years as president of the road. The struct- 
ure became famous during this time and it 
was the scene of many important happen- 
ings during Governor Brown's occupancy. 

It was in 1890 that the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis Railroad Company se- 
cured control of the Western and Atlantic 
and at that time Major J. L. McCollum, 
the present superintendent of the road, 
moved into the building. He occupicd offices 
in the old structure seven years and only 
recently moved into the road’s new quarters 
in the Austell building. 

While the original depot existed Major 
Lewis was superintendent of the road. 


Major McCollum Is Sad. 


Major McCollum is watching the destruc- 
tion of the o]d building with a sad heart. It 
has been endearefi to him in recent years by 
reason of long occupancy and while he says 
it is well that the old structure is being 
torn down, still he feels some regret at 
seeing the historic structure giving way to 
the work of the destroyers. 

Where the old depot now stands will be- 
come a part of the road’s yards. Tracks 
will be laid on the site as soon as the tim- 
bers are removed, except that a small road- 
Way or avenue space will be left open for 
wagons and vehicles to reach the north- 
bound depot of‘the line near the round- 
house. 

The old freight depot has many interesting 
incidents connected with its history and the 
rapid destruction of the building will be the 
means of recalling the historic happenings 
in the building.

He Presides This Week Over Judge 
Candler’s Criminal Court. 


HE IS THE FOE OF CRIME 


Number of Pleas of Guilty Were En- 
tered Before Him. 


TiIRTEEN-YEAR-OLD BOY PLEADS GUILTY 


“He Is but a Mere Child,”’ Said Judge 
Beck, Who Gave the Youthful 
Offender a Light Sentence. 


A long line of prisoners stood before 
Judge Marcus W. Beck yesterday morn- 
ing in the criminal superior court to have 
coungel appointed to defend them. 

Judge Beck stated from the bench that 
he would conduct the court during the ab- 
sence of Judge John S. Candler, who is 
presiding over the trial of Taylor Deik 
in McDonough. 

Bud Fuller, the father of the little crip- 
ple found in the woods avhere it had been 
left to die, will be tried Wednesday. 

The cases against Ed and Will Crawford 
have been set for today, but it is doubtful 
if they will be reached on account of the 
Williams murder case, which will proba- 
by consume the entire day. 

Other cases of an interesting nature 
were taken up and set for trial during the 
week. 

Quite a number of pr‘soners entered pleas 
of guilty and wWere sentenced to service 
in the penitentiary and chaingang, owing 
to the charge against them. 


He Stole Cigarettes. 

Melvin &ewart is a little white boy only 
thirteen years old. When counsel was be- 
ing appo:nted prisoners yesterday whose 
cases were undefended he told Judge Beck 
that he needed no counsel. 

“I'm guilty, judge, of going into a swwre 
and taking some cigars and cigarettes,”’ 
said the boy. “I don’t need no lawyer and 
will plead guilty.’’ 

Deitectiye Conn stated to the court that 
Stewart stole about $14 worth of cigars 
and tobacco from a store on Marietta 
street. 

Judge Beck called the boy up to the bench 
and asked him about his case. The boy 
told him he saw the window open in the 
store and couldn’t resist the temptation. 

“Ths is but a mere child,” said Judge 
Beck. I will give him six months or 
allow him to pay a fine of $40.”’ 

“Oh, judge,’’ cried the child, ‘‘don’t be 
so hard. be easy and |] won't ever steal 
any more.” 

There was a pathos in his appeal that 
touched the judge and the court Officers. 

“T'll be good, judge; just give me a 
chance,”’ 

Judge Beck then announced that the boy 
could serve three months or pay a fine 
of $20. 


Didn’t Pay for the Soap. 

Levi Morrison, the newsboy and ped- 
dier, must serve two years in the peni- 
ter tiary for failing to account for several 
dozen bars of soap, which were given him 
by Mrs. L. A. W.Niams to sell. 

Yesterday Morrison responded with alac- 
rity when his name was calied by Judge 
Beck. He was clad in miserable, dirty, 
loathsome rags. His face was smeared 
over and over with d@irt and dust, and So- 
licitor Hill remarked to the wiry that Mor- 
rison’s personal appearance was prima 
facie evidence that he did not use the soap 
himself 

*“*‘No jury on earth could look at that man 
and say he kept the soap.”’ said Solic!tor 
Hill, and the truth of the statement was 
so apparent that everybody in the court- 
house, Morrison himeelf, laughed aloud. 

Mrs. Williams, who conducts a grocery 
store on a small scale, testified that she 
gave Morrison the soap to peddle for her, 
and that he did not return the soap or its 
equivalent in money. The evidence showed 
that Morrison was guilty of larceny after 
trust and the jury so declared. 

“J sold the soap.” said Morrison when 
Judge Beck asked him if he had anyth'ng 
to say why sentence should not be pro- 
nounced. “I sold it, your honor, but I 
lost the money. I put the money in my 
pocket and it run out at a hole. I ain’t 
guilty of any larceny after trust at all.” 

Judge Beck gave him two years in the 
fenitentiary and Morrison was led weep'ng 
from the courtroom, declaring he was only 
a Wictim of misfortune. 


His Shoes were Expensive. 

Elijah Webb, a singer-colored negro, 
says that when he left the employ of the 
Southern railway he was paid off in shoes 
and other merchandise: the railroad peo- 
ple yesterday testified on the witness stand 
that Webb stole the goods from a car 
of the railroad. 

The case was a long one and consumed 
about two hours of the morning session 
of the criminal] court. 

Webb was arrested, swore the detectives. 
as he was peddling the shoes which had 
been stolen from the car. The shoes had 
been secreted in a tree in the woods in 
the western part of the city. 

On account of the complications of the 
case, the jury remained out several hours 
before a verdict of guilty was returned, 
and it was necessary for a second charge 
from the court. 

The sentence of Judge Beck was two 
years in the penitentiary.

Newspaper articles and circulars having been distributed throughout 
the state by Old Line Companies seeking to make it appear that mem 
bers of Assessment Life Associations were liable for assessments and 
dues after they ceased to be members, the Board of Directors of this 
Association took the matter under advisement and submitted the ques- 
tion to the company’s General Counsel, who, though advising them that 
no such liability existed against members of this Association, suggested 
at the same time the propriety of obtaining the orinion of one or two of 
the leading lawyers in this state, the disinterestedness of whose opinion 
could not be questioned. Whereupon the Directors requested the 
opinion of Judge Clifford Anderson, of Macon, who for many years held 
the position of Attorney General for the state of Georgia, and of Hon. N. 
J. Hammond, Ex-Congressman of the Fitth District of Georgia. In the 
selection of these two gentlemen, the Board of Directors had in view the 
desire to obtain the opinion of lawyers whose positions at the bar in 
Georgia are second to none, and whose affiliation was such as to remove 
all questions as to bias in their judgment. 


OPINION OF JUDGE CLIFFORD ANDERSON, EX-ATTORNEY GENE- 
RAL OF GEORGIA. 


Macon, Ga., October 14, 1897. 
To the Board of Directors of the Bankers Guarantee Fund Life Asso- 
sociation, Atlanta, Ga. 

Gentlemens>—Having at your request carefully examined the copies 
of policies of the Bankers Guarantee Fund Life Association, of Atlanta, 
which the company issues to persons who take policies in said Associa- 
tion, and having also carefully looked into legal authorities bearing on 
the question you submit to me for my opinion, I entertain no doubt 
whatever that a policy-holder who desires to allow his policy to lapse is 
under no personal liability thereatter to the company. 

The liability of a policy-holder in said Association, or company, is 
governed by the terms of the policy and by those terms only. His 
liability cannot be extended beyond the stipulations of the contract con- 
| tained in the policy, and in the application, on the basis of which the 
policy is issued. ., The form of the application required by the Bankers 
Guarantee Fund Life Association contains the following clause touching 
this subject: “Dhe conditions upon which this application is made are, 
that no personal liability of the appiicant shall be inctrred by becoming 
a member of this Association, Payments by a member are voluntary, at 
the option of thé: member, to continue only so long zs the member may 
desire to keep the said certificate or policy in force.” The policy con- 
tains the following clause: “In the event of the lapse, surrender, for- 
feiture, or termination of this policy from any cause, all personal liability 
of the member, or insured, shall, by the act itself, cease and terminate.” 
The policy makes the application a part of the contract of insurance, 

When a policy-holder, therefore, wishes to terminate all liability of 
every kind on his part to the campany, except, of course, in the case of 
notes given by him fer past accrued payments, he has simply to refuse 
to pay any further assessment, or cleim, which the company before that 
time had against him. In other words, payménts by the policy-holder 
are purely voluntary, and, if he refuses to pay any assessment, he cannot 
be forced to pay it, but his liability therefor, prior to such refusal, termi- 
nates for all future time, and he ceases to be a policy-holder in the 
He cannot be compelled to pay an assessinent of which he has 
already been notified, at thestime he decides to let h's policy lapse.

OPINION OF HON. N. J. HAMMOND, EX-CONGRESSMAN OF THE 
FIFTH DISTRICT OF GEORGIA. 

The Bankers Guarantee Fund Life Association of Atlanta, Ga., 
asks whether its members can be forced to pay assessments if they 
prefer not to do so, and whether there is any personal liability against 
any of those members for the payment of such assessments, further than 
the loss of the policy in case of failure to pay. 

I have made a careful examination of the charter, the applications 

for insurance and the policies submitted to me, in the light of all the 
authorities on the subject accessible, and am satisfied to answer said 
question in the negative. 
-  Theliability of members in members insurance companies in each case 
depends upon the spécial contract made in that case, and upon the laws 
of the state of the domicile of the contracting corporation. In Georgia 
the law does not compel any member to pay assessments at all events, 
nor does it forbid such a contract as is made in the policies of this com- 
pany. Bythe contracts of this company, every member goes in with 
full knowledge that whether or not he shall pay future assessments, or 
let his policy lapse ana forfeit all that has been paid into the association, 
is a matter entirely at his own option. Nomember has a right to expect 
of any other member anything more than is required by his contract, 
under the laws of this state. Those laws impose no personal liability 
upon any member of such associations, other than expressed in his writ- 
ten contract, except for the individual wrong of paying dividends out of 
funds provided for losses, and even that individual liability is put only 
upon the directors who order the dividends and upon the members who 
receive the same, and in favor of those who were at that time losers 
thereby. The company cannot demand, and therefore no court can 
compel the payment of any assessments against any member of the 
association who prefers to surrender his policy and give up what he has 
paid into the association prior to such surrender.

“fly away” preacher was at the po- 
lice barracks last night for the purpose of 
paying the fine of one of his “fly away” 
s who was fined Friday because she 
submit to vaccination. The wo- 
as was stated in The Constitution, 
vaecinatea because she be- 
would never get sick or die, and 
any other preventa- 
tive. was sacrilegious. She was fined $6, 
and not having the money, she was sent to 
for eleven days. 

Last night Rev. John Smith, the negro 
preacher who teaches the ‘‘flYy away” doc- 
trine, called at the police barracks and 
said he wanted to pay the good sister’s 
fine. While he was making the arrange- 
ments to pay the fine he was questioned by 
a reporter of The Constitution. 

“We have never lost our 
Smith, ‘‘in the divine promise that we 
shall not taste death. When we thought 
we would all be translated on the 15th of 
last March we relied upon a calculation 
which a white preacher had made. Now 
we will pay no attention hereafter to any 
dates.* We will seek for no signs, but 
await the coming of the Lord. We know 
if we have the right faith we shall never 
die, but shall live until Christ comes 
again.”’ 

“How many members of your church 
are there now?” he was asked. 

“We have over 100," was the reply, ‘‘and 
they are all, I believe, strong in the faith. 
They have sold all they have and are 
living with no thought for the morrow.”’ 

“Have any of your members ever died?’’ 

“Oh, yes, a few.’’ 

“Well, how came it, then, they died?’’ 

“They were not strong in the faith. If 
any more of us die then we know just as 
soon as they are dead that they were not

faith,’’ said

“Suppose you all eventually die?” 


“Then that will be proof that none of us 


were strong in thé faith. That is a simple 
proposition, isn’t it? But we don't 
like to be ealled the ‘fly aways,’ 
not our name.

have nothing fi our doctrine about flying 
away.” 

Smith said his congregation now holds 
meetings at the corner of Magnolia and 
Foundry streets every Thursday night. 

Smith preaches himself at all the meet- 
ings and selects such passages which he 
holds supports the peculiar tenets of his 
religion. He is a good Bible scholar and 
can tell you anything about the book you 
may wish to know, in both the Old and the 
New Testaments.

| RIOTERS WHO DIDN'T 
LIKE VACCINATION 


Six of Them Tried in the Police Court 


Yesterday. 


THE POLICE RESERVE WAS OUT 


Negro Makes Threats To Kill the Po- 
liceman and Doctor. 


THE RECORDER ENTERS HEAVY FINES 


aN me ee 


Says He Will Teach Lawless Negroes 
To Respect the Officers—Evi- 
dence in the Cases. 


Yesterday afternoon the recorder investi- 
gated the row Sunday afternoon near the 
corner of Mills and Orme streets, which al- 
most resulted in a riot between a number 
of negroes and the police. 

The following negroes were arraigned for 
trial: Ed Brown, John Williams, Gus Wil- 
liams, John Thornton, Rose Sanford and 
Mary Brown. 

The evidence showed that John Thornton 
was first approached by Dr. Barnes, who 
wanted to vaccinate him. Thornton cursed 
the doctor and said that they ought to go 
and vaccinate the white folks first. A 
policeman went to Thornton and asked him 
to keep quiet. 

A little later when Patrolman Lackey 
and Dr. Barnes asked John Williams to 
show his arm he sald that there wasn’t 
any white man on earth who could vac- 
cinate him. This occurred near where 
John Thornton lived and was the result of 
his conduct when the doctor first visited 
the neighborhood. 

Patrolman Lackey took hold of John Wil- 
jiams and the negro deliberately Struck the 
officer and the club had to be used to sub- 
due him. 

The patrolman called two citizens to his 
assistance and started with John Williams 
to a call box to summon the patrol wagon. 
As the officer walked down the street with 
his prisoner a great crowd of negroes, 
probably 200, collected ‘and began to make 
threats. A tall negro, who escaped, urged 
the negroes to take the prisoner away by 
force. Men and women were in the crowd 
and their:-demonstrations became so open 
and violent that the police reserve had to 
be telephoned for. 

ius Williams had an empty whisky bot- 
tle and tried two or three times to strike 
Patrolman Lackey with it. 

John Williams said when he got out of 
prison he would kill the policeman and also 
the doctor and eat them up raw like a 
cannibal. He cursed with the most terrible 
oaths and much of his language was heard 
by people who were on their way to 
church. 

When the police reserve arrived the mob 
dispersed and only a few of them were 
caught. The ringleader, much to the re- 
grets of the officers, escaped. 

When all! the evidence was in the recorder 
had his blood up. He said: 

“I am just going to teach you negroes 
that you have got to respect the law. Some 
of you think when a policeman goes near 
your dens that you can do as you please. 
Here the city is endeavoring to enforce a 
wise sanitary regulation for your own 
good and you resist the officers of the law 
as soon as you think they are at your 
mercy.” 

The cases against Ed Brown and Mary 
Brown were dismissed, as it was not 
shown that they had anything to do with 
the row; John Thornton was fined M0 and 
the others were sent to the city chaingang 
for thirty days. 


PEARSON’S HEARING BEGUN. 


Brings Suit To Show That His Re- 
moval Was Illegal. 

Raleigh, N. C., October 25.—(Special.)— 
In the superior court here today the hear- 
ing began in the suit of John H. Pearson 
against Railway Commissioner Otho Wil- 
son. Pearson was appointed commissioner 
by Governor Russell when the latter 
sought to suspend Wilson. Many lawyers 
are engaged and Wilson’s lawyers declared 
in their argument that this whole business 
is for political ends and that some lawyers 
who are aiding the governor in fighting the 
railways are aiding Pearson in this case. 

Senator Butler, by whose advice the gov- 
ernor removed Wilson, was denounced as 
the greatest boss North Carolina has ever 
known. The case attracts much attention. 
if it goes against Wilson he will appeal as 


| far as the Untted States supreme court. 


The argument is that an act passed after 
the act creating the commission clothed it 
with the powers of a court and that, 
therefore, the only means of the removal! 
of commissioner is by legislative impeach- 
ment, as in the case of judges. 

It is charged that Governor Russell and 
others are planning to form a political 
party on the basis of lower railway rates.
